inilteo of the Houso Committee on Wnys 
and Menus, in clinrge of changes in iu- 
ternnl revenue hws, will recommend the 
following internal revenue reductions, 
etc.:—On whisky from 90 cents to BO 
cents per gallon; on malt liquors from 
92i cents to CO cents per barrel; on to- 
bacco, snuff, etc., from 10 to 10 cents per 
pound ;oncignrs.from!5i<Ho$4 perl.OOO • on 
cigarette* from $1.75 to GO cents per 1,000. 
Also il reduction of about 50 per cent, of 
the special taxoM now imposed upon deal- 
ers in the above-mentioned articles.

According to some of tho scientific 


writers who make tho weather a special 
study, wo are to have 'a very mild and 
favorable spring. This is strongly indi- 
cated by the recent \veatherreports, which 
show that the baromic and other condi- 
tions over the Northwest have to a con- 
siderable degree prevailed in Arctic Ameri- 
ca. These conditions have been of au ex- 
ceptionally 
mild character, 
An able 


writer in the New York Herald says that 
on the Istiust., the whole interior of the 
country north of the thirty-fifth parallel 
v;as covered by a low-pressure area, which 
without doubt 
extended north to tho 


fifty-fifth parnllel,inclnding Hudson's Bay. 
Had intense cold with high air pressure 
then existed on the Arctic ocean north of 
British America nil enormous 
mass of 


cold air would unquestionably have been 
precipitated over tho latter and reached 
us before tho fifth of the month as a big 
cold wave. 
Ou the contrary, though of 


course there was a fall of temperature as 
the vast depression of tho 1 st mnvfu] out- 
ward, the pulsation o'f energy from the
